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MR. BOCKMANN’S TRIP TO NORWAY LAST SUMMER 


It is common knowledge that Mr. 
Ingolf Bockmann, our Mechanical 
Drawing teacher, Night School prin- 
cipal and Boy Scout commissioner 
went to Europe during June of the 
last school season. In an exclusive 


interview, our correspondent got Mr. 
Bockmann’s story of his trip which 
runs as follows: 


by rail from Oslo to the west coast, | 


via one of the most scenic and costly 
of railways that reaches an altitude 
of 4000 feet on the inland mountain 
plateau where there is skiing until 
late June. 

Descending the western slope, the 
train passes through more than a hun- 
dred tunnels, the longest, three miles

“Left New York, June 4, and sailed 
directly to Oslo, capital of Norway. 
While there I visited the National 
Open Air Museum where are housed 
two Viking ships of the 9th Century, 
of the same types as those used by 
Lief Eirickson when he first discov- 
ered the American Continent in 1000 
A.D. Here was also housed the polar 
ship “Fram” used by Amundsen in his 
discovery of the South Pole in 1911. 

From Oslo, I traveled to the town of 
Skien, the birthplace of Henrik Ibsen, 
the greatest Norwegian dramatist. 
From here by steamer through the 
Bandak Canal and through 16 locks to 
the beautiful valley of Telemark, 200 
feet above sea level. 

Then traveling across the country

in length bored through solid granite. 

Just beyond this tunnel is Voss, the 
village where Knute Rockne, most 
able and beloved coach of Notre 
Dame, spent his boyhood. 


A few hours later we arrived in 
Bergen, Norway’s second largest city, 
founded in 1070. Here was born 
Ole Bull who was 
world’s greatest violinist. During 
ene of his concert tours in America 
he married an American lady and 
lived many years on Brattle St., 
Cambridge. 

He later died at his summer home 
on a little island just off the coast of 
Bergen. 

Here we visited Edward Grieg’s 
Villa and Studio also the great

composer’s tomb cut into a cliff high 
above the edge of the sea. 


Continuing north we reached Trond- 
heim, Norway’s first capital, founded 
in 998. Here we visited St. Olav’s 
Cathedral, built in 1300, and consid- 
ered the most magnificent and im- 
posing Gothic structure in Northern 
Europe. ; 

Only one day’s sail north of Trond- 
heim we crossed the Polar Circle, and 
for four days we sailed along the rug- 
ged coast with its chain of majestic, 
snowcapped mountains and islands in 
continuous sunshine 24 hours of the 
day. Here above the Arctic Circle 
the sun remains above the horizon 
during the two mid-summer months. 





Honningsvagg, the northernmost town 
in the world. 

Here we find a typical fishing vil- 
lage resembling any New England vil- 
lage, with its harbor crowded with 
fishing schooners and trawlers. 

Only another mile inland from here 
we find a large family of Lapps camp- 
ing. These people come every sum- 
mer down from the inland plateau in 
the northern Scandinavian Peninsula 
with their enormous herds of reindeer 
and camp along the Arctic Coast and 
do their trading there. 

After a few days stay in the north,. 
I returned to Trondheim and from 
there came along the picturesque, 
thousand mile coastline by airplane,

with its ever-changing color leaves no 
time for darkness, and the travelers 
simply forget to go to bed the first 
few nights in the region. 

The fifth day north we round the 
top of the World, North Cape, a high 
cliff rising perpendicularly out of the 
Arctie Ocean. 

Just east of the North Cape, we 
land a few hours later in the town of

Con- 
tinuing southward by plane the next 
day through fluffy clouds and bright 
sunshine round the southern point of 
Norway, we again turned northward

THE NORRIS DAM 


LOUIS MEDOFF 





This part of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authorit~ project is an hydro- 
electric plant. There are _ 650 
miles of river behind this dam. It 
is 265 feet high, costs $36,000,000, 


and supplies power for over 
2,000,000 people in seven states; 
Virginia, North Carolina, Georgia, 


Alabama, Mississippi, Kentucky and 
and Tennessee, a territory larger 
New England. 


The power produced by this 
plant lights cities and towns and 
remote mountain cabins; operates 
refrigerators, kitchen ranges and 
radios; does the housewife’s sew- 
ing, laundry, ironing; sweeps the 
floors; threshes the farmers grain; 
pumps water for the livestock; 
saws the firewood; milks the cows; 
churns the butter; and last but 
not least, irrigates the farms dur- 
ing the dry season. The irriga- 
tion flow can be regulated almost 
to the cubic foot, slowing it down 
to a trickle at high water periods, 
releasing it at low water periods, 


This vast triumph of technolog- 
ical achievement is operated by 
three men at gigantic switchboards 
which have connections as numer- 
ous as the hairs on your head. For 
the dam’s complete operation, on 2 
twenty-four hour basis, the power- 
ruse requires three eight-hour 
shifts of only three men each, a 
switchboard tender, a governor 
tender, and an electrician. 


Yoked to the twin turbines, op- 
erated by these switchboards, sare 
the Clinch and Powell rivers. En- 


ergy equivalent to 132,000  horse- 
power is generated by these tur- 
bines. The vastness of this a- 
mount of energy is best illustrated 
by comparison; 132,000 horsepower 
is equivalent to the energy expend- 
ed by 1,320,000 men working twen- 
ty-four hours. 


Nerve center of this mammoth 
monolith is the powerhouse _ per- 
ched on the dam so that it faces 


downstream, The brain is the con- 
trol room with its bewilderment, 
its wizardry of electrical appara- 
tus. 


The major units necessary for 
operation are the turbines, gener- 
ators and governors. Entering the 
dam through one of the two pen- 
stocks, the water pours into an 
intake tube leading to the turbine 
waterwheel. The tube gets small- 
er as it approaches the water- 
wheel until finally its end section, 
ealled a scroll case, wraps 
around the wheel like a giant snail 
shell. As the water leaves the scroll 
case, it passes through slots in the 
casing of the turbine blades, to 
strike the waterwheel, rotating it at 
112 revolutions per minute. The 
waterwheel is fixed to a shaft to 
the top of which a generator is 
attached, The latter’s spinning 
roter cuts the electric field in the 
generator thus producing electricity.

Ouc Reprint Editoral 
From Shining Lines Published by Mergenthaler Linotype Company — 
. Educated or Grained 


A broadside was printed some time ago by Frank Wiggins Trade Even- 
ing School of Los Angeles which makes clear the difference between the 
meanings of the words “educated” and “trained.” Although we asked for 
it, Principal John George Miller has been unable to tell us the name of the 
author. 

“It is a common mistake to speak of man as ‘educated’ when we mean 
that he is ‘trained,’ and to speak as one as ‘trained’ when we mean that he 
is ‘educated.’ The distinction is interesting as well as important. 

“Education is the enlargement and enrichment of the mind. Educa- — 
tion gives the mind a cubical relation—breadth, heighth and ‘depth. Educa- — 
tion gives the mind vision and power. 

“Training is the process of making the mind a more effective, tool for 
doing a specific work. Training is like grinding the mind to a keen-cutting — 
edge. 

“We know a ‘trained’ chap whose faculties are indeed as ‘sharp as a raz — 
or’s edge’. He holds a position which pays him a big salary. But he is uned- 
ucated, He is neither broad nor high nor deep. He knows almost nothing, 
has no interests, outside of his routine duties. And we know another man 
who is ‘educated’. He can talk and write entertainingly on almost any subject 
under the sun — history, philosophy, science, art, literature, and so on. He ~ 
has plenty of breadth, heighth and depth, but he has never been able to hold a ~ 
job paying more than thirty-five dollars a week. His mind is blunt. It is 
high-grade steel, but it has never been whetted by training to a cutting edge 
at any angle. 

“Neither of these men is capable of being. An educated mind is a luxury. 
A trained mind is a necessity. But blessed is he who possesses both! The 
ideal should be to be educated in the broad sense, and trained to perform 
a specific work of usefulness. 

“The young man or women who must sacrifice one or the other, should 
strive rather to secure a ‘training’. There is a vast amount of real work, 
hard work, to be done in the world, and only those who have fitted themselves 
to do some of it, can expect to share in the world’s richest rewards. 

“Get an ‘education’ by all means, if you can, but recognize its true purpose 
+—to lend vision, power and guidance to a mind trained to do one useful 


thing exceedingly well.”

CHEMISTRY CLUB NOTES 


Fifteen members of the club took 
a trip through Lever Brothers’ soap 
factory a few weeks ago. We cwere 





conducted through the manufactur- 
ing, chemical, and packing depart- 


ments by a guide who explained the 
various processes to us. The visit 
lasted about an hour. At the end of 
that time each member was present- 
ed with a sample box of the comp- 
any’s products. 

Some very interesting experiments 
have been presented during the past 
few weeks.
